Placement examinations for stu¬ 
dents planning to enter grade 
13-1 at Pasadena Junior College 
in September will be held at 8 
a.m. Saturday, June 21, at East 
Campu-, according to an an¬ 
nouncement made this week by 
G. E. Breece, counselor. 

Students are asked to report 
to the College Student Union and 
secure two blue books. They will 
then be directed to the examina¬ 
tion room. All those taking the 
examinations must arrive before 
8 a.m. All are asked to bring 
fountain pens. There will be no 
fee for the eraminations. 

Placement examinations are re¬ 
quired of every student upon en¬ 
trance to the junior year. They 
embrace a psychological exam¬ 
ination, a test of general reading 
ability, a teist of reading back¬ 
grounds and ability to express 
oneself in written composition. 
The results are used in the col¬ 
lege guidance program. Each en¬ 
trant will be assigned to the 
proper level in English composi¬ 
tion according to the degree of 
proficiency indicated by the ex¬ 
aminations. 

Since many English and social 
-cience courses require consider¬ 
able library work, reading pro¬ 
ficiency is necessary. If the ex¬ 
amination indicates a weakness 
in reading, an overbalanced pro¬ 
gram in “reading” subjects should 
be avoided, and the advice of the 
counselor followed.

PUBLIC INTEREST IN DANGER 
AS LEGISLATORS SPEED 
UP FOR ADJOURNMENT 


By RALPH H. TAYLOR 
l Executive Secretary, Ayrii-ultural 
Council of California) 

The 1941 State Legislature is 
rushing pell-mell toward adjourn¬ 
ment, working day and night in 
an 11-th hour drive to reach de¬ 
cisions on major issues and dis¬ 
pose of thee hundreds of mis¬ 
cellaneous bills still pending. 

While some of the hottest bat¬ 
tles of the session are over, there 
are still critical days ahead—for 
it Is during the final weeks, when 
bills are jammed through with 
o n ly superficial consideration, 
that dangerous legislation is most 
likely to get through unnoticed. 

Legislators trom farming dis¬ 
tricts, and conservative members 
generally, who have fought 
throughout the session to keep 
the bars up against extravagant 
spending and visionary experi- 
| mentation, must now redouble 
their vigilance to spike crack-pot 
proposals and check the flood of 
"pork barrel” special appropria¬ 
tion bills. 

The danger from special appro- 
praition measures, during the 
closing- weeks of this session, is 
greater than usual, due to the 
fact thaL State revenues are 
booming, under the impetus of 
defense spending. 

Of particular s i g n i ficance, 
under the circumstances, is the, 
recent appeal of Harold D. Smith. 
Federal budget director, that all 
local expenditures be held to a 
minimum. 

Smith has frankly declared that 
the national defense program is 
going to require every last dol¬ 
lar the taxpayer can spare - -and 
more! And to avoid enroachment 
on Federal tax sources, he has 
appealed to the State and local 
officials throughout the country 
to postpone any enterprises which 
are not imperative, so that the 
nation’s resources will be avail¬ 
able to carry on the prepardness 
progam. 

Despite that warning, however, 
terifflc pressure will undoubtedly 
be brought to bear on the Legis¬ 
lature between now and adjourn¬ 
ment to approve millions of dol¬ 
lars worth of special appropria¬ 
tion bills some of which will 
likely be adorned with national 
defense trappings to lessen resist¬ 
ance. As a matter of fact, some 
of the dog-eared proposals now 
being put forward as “defense 
measures" were kicking around 
the Legislature when Hitler was 
still a corporal. 

Organized labor already has 
bitterly condemned the 1941 
Legislature as “anti-labor.” Noth¬ 
ing could be further from the 
truth. As a matter of fact, there 


I have been many times when farm 
I groups and other branches of the 
community, outraged by excesses 
of grasping or sortsighted labor 
leaders have asked for far more 
drastic action than the Legisla¬ 
ture has taken. 

Members of the Legislature, for 
the most part, recognized the 
imperative need of the legislation 
which would permit agriculture.
